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Chamber of Trade support 
for auction house plans 

TOWN COUNCIL IS AGAINST CHANGE OF USE OF FORMER LAWSONS PREMISES

AXMINSTER Chamber of Trade says 
turning down the planning application 
to convert the empty Lawsons building 
into an auction room would be “grossly 
negligent”. 

The chamber has taken a totally different 
view than Axminster Town Council and has 
urged East Devon District Council (EDDC) to 
approve the application. 

The premises were vacated in April by hard¬ 
ware store Lawsons after 24 years of trading. 

Plans for an auction room were quickly an¬ 
nounced but failed to win support from the 
town council, which expressed concerns about 
the safety of the building and the effect an auc¬ 
tion house would have on traffic. 

The town council recommended refusal for 
the change of use planning application, made 
by Philip Atkins. 

But Axminster Chamber of Commerce takes 
a totally different stance. 

In a formal submission to EDDC, chamber 
chairman Shane Morgan wrote: “The new pro¬ 
posal to use the premises for the purpose of reg¬ 
ular auction activities and as a community 
meeting space, in our opinion, is a perfect fit. 
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“The premises are located between both pri¬ 
vately-operated and council car parks, and will 
no doubt bring regular visitors to not only 
these car parks, but will also benefit the town 
itself. 

“A town with large empty commercial 
premises is viewed as a dying town. 

“We know this is not true of Axminster, but 
we do need to address and promote these larger 
properties to get them occupied as soon as pos¬ 
sible and keep our ‘High Street’ looking vi¬ 
brant. 

“The applicant is clearly going to take steps 
to smarten up the building and along with new 
signage, which we note has the support of your 


conservation officer, can only be a good thing. 

“Not to allow this change of use application 
would be grossly negligent and we therefore 
urge the planning committee to approve this 
application.” 

Local trader Brian Prior, of The Sweet Shop, 
told Pulman’s Weekly News: “The town coun¬ 
cil’s reasons [for recommending refusal] were 
very poor.” 

He felt that the concerns expressed could 
have been solved through planning conditions 
rather than recommending refusal. 

The auction room would only be in place for 
a limited time as landlord Hallmark Estates 
cannot offer security of tenure because the 


building is part of a bigger plan for the whole 
site. 

In planning correspondence to Mr Atkins, 
Graham Barton of Hallmark Estates wrote: 
“Whilst we could find a retailer or two that 
would step into Mr Lawson’s shoes at a per¬ 
fectly acceptable rent, all they wanted (due to 
the shortness of term and unknown departure 
date) was to treat the place like a warehouse 
and a virtual market hall/stall with no mean¬ 
ingful expenditure externally. 

“Yes, it would have been simpler to let one of 
them have it, but in you we see someone who 
has a care for the exterior, which is so impor¬ 
tant in the street/townscape sense. 

“This has nothing to do with revenue for us, 
you are the best occupier for the building and 
the best occupier for the town.” 

About the town council’s building safety con¬ 
cerns (in terms of electrical wiring, escape 
routes and capacity), Mr Atkins said in plan¬ 
ning correspondence: “The safety of the build¬ 
ing I do not believe is a valid planning ground 
for refusal. 

“It is an aspect of the building and its opera¬ 
tion that is covered by terms in my proposed 
lease, not to mention UK and, probably, Euro¬ 
pean legislation.”

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New wildlife trust 


PLYMOUTH University academic and TV ge¬ 
ologist Professor Iain Stewart MBE has been 
revealed as the new president of top local con¬ 
servation charity Devon Wildlife Trust. 

Prof Stewart is only the third person to take 
on the honorary role since the conservation 
charity was founded 55 years ago in 1962. 

His appointment was made after a unani¬ 
mous decision by Devon Wildlife Trust’s 15 
strong board of trustees. 

He succeeds Prof Ian Mercer CBE, the emi¬ 
nent conservationist who had held the position 
from 1985 until his death in September 2016. 

Prof Stewart spent a recent visit to Devon 
Wildlife Trust’s Wembury Marine Centre find¬ 


ing out about the work the charity does for 
local people and nature. Prof Stewart spoke of 
his new role as the trust’s president: “It’s a 
tremendously exciting opportunity. Wildlife 
conservation is fresh territory for me and it’s 
going to be a big learning curve, but it will 
allow me to indulge myself in all the things I 
loved as a kid - the natural world and a sense 
of adventure. 

“I thought a lot about whether to take this 
role up with Devon Wildlife Trust. I said yes be¬ 
cause the charity is local to me. They are right 
in my neighbourhood. But I also said yes be¬ 
cause for a lot of people wildlife is an entry 
point to something much bigger. There’s an 
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president named 


overlap between people who are interested in 
wildlife and issues in my working world such 
as climate change.” 

The geologist, who is director of the Sustain¬ 
able Earth Institute at Plymouth University’s 
School of Geography, Earth and Environmental 
Sciences, joined pupils from Coombe Dean Sec¬ 
ondary School, Plymouth, on a guided rockpool 
safari to discover the wildlife which lives in 
Wembury’s many tidal pools. Among the 
group’s finds were shore crabs, pipe fish and 
cushion stars. 

Prof Stewart said: “Spending time with these 
young people you can see there’s loads of en¬ 
ergy, it’s just buzzing. One of the best things 
about this kind of event is that it provides re¬ 
ally simple excitement from being outdoors and 
exploring nature. 

“It’s the kind of thing I did as a child and I also 
did it with my kids on this very beach. You get 
the sense that the children here today don’t 
think they are learning science, they are just 
having fun, which is fantastic. 

“Devon Wildlife Trust is an exemplar as to 
how you can combine good science and a pas¬ 
sionate membership, with effective decision 
making. I’m proud that I am now to be a part of 
it.” 

Devon Wildlife Trust chairperson, Dr Peta 
Foxall, joined Prof Stewart on his visit and wel¬ 
comed the news of the appointment. 

She said: “I am delighted that Iain has ac¬ 
cepted the board’s invitation to become presi¬ 
dent of Devon Wildlife Trust. 

“Iain’s knowledge and expertise as a geologist 
and his infectious enthusiasm for the subject 
means that he will be a great ambassador for 
the work of the trust.” 

Harry Barton, Devon Wildlife Trust’s Chief 
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Executive, spoke of the role Prof Iain Stewart 
would now take up. 

He said: “I’m absolutely delighted about Iain’s 
appointment, as I am sure will be our 31,000 
members and our many other supporters. 

“Iain is a brilliant communicator and has 
turned audiences on to geology all over the 
world through his TV series, such as How 
Earth Made Us. I have no doubt that he will be 
a wonderful advocate for our work too. 

“Wildlife and wild places remain Devon’s best 
assets but they face some serious pressures 
today. I’m so pleased that Iain has agreed to be¬ 
come our president and help us champion their 
cause.” 

Warning over soft toys 

CONSUMERS buying soft toys for young chil¬ 
dren are urged to follow advice from The 
Devon, Somerset and Torbay Trading Stan¬ 
dards Service (DSTTSS) after some failed 
safety tests. 

The warning comes after 40 per cent of toys 
tested by Trading Standards failed seam ten¬ 
sion tests. 

Tension tests ensure that a soft toy is strong 
enough to endure regular use by a child with¬ 
out coming apart. 

In total samples of 15 soft toys, selected at 
random from a mixture of high street, online 
and market retailers were seam tension tested 
under laboratory conditions. 

Six of the 15 failed, indicating that they may 
not be safe for use by young children. 

The retailers and manufacturers have with¬ 
drawn them from sale. The test purchasing 
was part of the service's routine market 
surveillance. 

Devon, Somerset and Torbay Trading Stan¬ 
dards Service recommends that when buying 
a soft toy, consumers should check the age 
warning on the packaging. 

Toys not suitable for children under 36 
months must display a warning because they 
may contain parts which could cause signifi¬ 
cant harm. 

Always ensure a CE mark is on the toy or 
packaging before you buy. All toys, including 
'free' toys that come with magazines or food 
purchases must display this and it shows that 
the toy meets legal requirements. 

Man dies after 
being hit by train at 
Crewkerne Station 

A MAN has died after being struck by a train at 
Crewkerne on the evening of Monday, August 
7th. 

A spokesperson for British Transport Police 
said that emergency services were alerted at 
11.13pm to reports of a man being struck by a 
train at Crewkerne Station. 

The spokesperson added: “A 56-year-old man 
was taken to hospital but sadly died as a result 
of his injuries. 

“It is not treated as suspicious and a file is 
being prepared for the coroner.” 

The last train of the Monday - the up train 
from Exeter St Davids - was cancelled as a re¬ 
sult, and part of the first service the following 
day was also cancelled. 

Services returned to normal by 10.20am on the 
Tuesday. 

• RAIL services through Crewkerne were dis¬ 
rupted on Monday, August 14th after a vehicle 
struck a bridge near the station. 

Engineers were at the site to check the bridge, 
and South West Trains said services through 
the station could be delayed or revised until 
6pm. 

Trains from London stopped and turned 
around in Yeovil. 

Replacement road transport between Yeovil 
Junction and Exeter St Davids was arranged. 

The condition of the driver, and any passen¬ 
gers, of the car which struck the bridge was not 
known at the time of going to press.

Police appeal 
after A35 collision 
in Kilmington 

POLICE are seeking witnesses to a serious col¬ 
lision near Axminster last week that closed the 
A35 for six hours and which left four men in¬ 
jured. 

Emergency services were called to the A35 at 
Kilmington at 2pm on August 10th following a 
collision between a blue VW Passat and a red 
Chevrolet Corvette. 

The Corvette driver, a 57-year-old man from 
Wellington, and a male passenger both sus¬ 
tained serious injuries and were airlifted to 
hospital where they remain in a stable condi¬ 
tion. 

The Passat driver, a 63-year-old man from 
Swanage, and a male passenger sustained less 
serious injuries and were taken by ambulance 
to Royal Devon and Exeter Hospital. 

Local units as well as officers from the Roads 
Policing Team and Serious Collision Investiga¬ 
tion Unit attended the scene. 

The road was closed for six hours while offi¬ 
cers carried out a forensic examination of the 
scene.

Simon also entertained 
the audience with a num¬ 
ber of anecdotes about life 
as a BBC reporter. 

Tricia Doherty, a member 
of the library's friends gro¬ 
up, said: "Simon's light¬ 
hearted manner, and amus¬ 
ing storytelling revealed his 
dry sense of humour and 
made it an excellent and 
entertaining evening."

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New X-ray equipment 


THE timetable for buying and in¬ 
stalling new state of the art X-ray 
equipment at Axminster Hospital is 
taking shape. 

Earlier this year it was announced 
that Axminster Hospital League of 
Friends had agreed to donate 
£65,000 - half the cost - towards 
the equipment. 

The league has since announced 
that a site meeting will take place 
on August 17th with all interested 
parties attending. 

League spokesperson Ann Veit 
said: "Shortly after this meeting the 
order will be placed with AGFA, the 
chosen provider. 

"There is then an eight to ten 
week lead time to delivery. Work on 
the room will begin just before the 
expected delivery date allowing ev¬ 
erything to dovetail together and 
minimising shutdown time. 

"During this essential shutdown of 
the X-ray department at Axminster, 
services will be provided at Honi- 
ton, Sidmouth and Seaton. 

"Believe me it will be well worth 
the wait to have state of the art X- 
ray equipment in Axminster Hospi¬ 
tal." 


She also reported that staff in the 
Dermatology Clinic, which runs all 
day on Tuesdays, have asked if the 
league could purchase a dermato- 
scope for use in the clinic. The der- 
matoscope is an instrument for 
viewing moles and other skin can¬ 
cers to help determine what they 
are. 

Ann explained: "Currently there is 
not one at Axminster Hospital and 
Dr Ibrahim, who runs the clinic, has 
to borrow one from the Heavitree 
Hospital and bring it with her. 

"The league has agreed to pay for 
this instrument, which costs about 
£1,300, to ensure continued effi¬ 
cient working of this very valuable 
department. 

"The order has been placed with 
the suppliers. Thank you to every¬ 
one who supports our endeavours." 

League of friends chairman Dr Phil 
Taylor and trustees have also said 
thank you to those who attended 
the AGM in June, and to those who 
have renewed annual subscriptions. 

Ann said: "Without your support 
we would not exist and could not 
support the hospital in the many 
ways we do at the moment."

station, including ways of im¬ 
proving the experience of people 
waiting for trains to arrive, the 
station environment and poten¬ 
tial service improvements. 

East Devon District Councillor 
Jenny Brown, town mayor 
Councillor John Zarczynski and 
town councillor and Tesco Com¬ 
munity Champion Duncan 
Sheridan-Shaw make up the rest 
of the six-strong committee. 

Councillor Caroline Kolek said 
she was delighted the commu¬ 
nity group is now up and run¬ 
ning, having championed this 
towards the end of her second 
term as mayor. 

The group is meeting again 
later this month to organise a 
public meeting to be held in the 
early autumn to engage with 
local railway users. 

The group will be seeking vol¬ 
unteers to help with the work on 


the station environment. They 
will also be seeking rail users’ 
views about the present level of 
service. 

Concerns have already been 
raised about the hour and 20 
minute gap in services to Exeter 
in the morning rush hour, leav¬ 
ing a number of people opting to 
drive instead. 

Chairman Martin Long said: 
“Friends of station groups have 
proved popular and successful 
elsewhere, including other sta¬ 
tions on the line to Waterloo. 

“They give an opportunity for 
local people to get involved in 
improving their local station 
and to campaign for improve¬ 
ments to their local service. 

“We have a well used station 
with helpful staff, but we want 
to see it get even better and be¬ 
come a real feature of our com¬ 
munity.”

Neutering your pet 

NEUTERING is a general term used to 
describe an operation that stops your 
pet from breeding. This involves the 
removal of the uterus and ovaries in 
females (also called spaying), and the 
testicles in males (also called 
castration). The operation is performed 
by a Veterinary Surgeon while the pet is 
under general anaesthesia. 

Dogs 

• Females; Bitches are spayed either 
before their first season or after their 
first season, which they normally have 
aged between six and twelve months. 
We recommend that you speak to a vet 
or nurse to decide when is the most 
appropriate time to spay your bitch. 
Bitches are usually in season every six 
months. If waiting until after the first 
season it is preferable to operate three 
months after she finishes her season. 

• Males; Dogs can be castrated from six 
months old. 

Cats 

Females and males; Cats can be 
neutered from four months old. 

Why neuter your pet? 
Neutering can prevent many problems; 

• Pyometra in bitches. This is a 
potentially fatal condition where pus 
accumulates within the uterus. 

• Mammary tumours 

• Testicular tumours 

• Un-castrated or entire dogs can often 
get diseases of the prostate in later life 
or tumours of the anal tissue (anal 
adenomas) 

• False pregnancy 

• Pets wandering or straying 

• Unwanted litters 

• It may be helpful in some cases of 
dominance and aggression problems 

• Urine spraying in tom cats 
Risks associated with neutering; 

• Occasionally incontinence can occur 
in some breeds of bitch 

• In some breeds the coat can change 
texture

These risks can be discussed with your 
vet. 

Other useful information 

We recommend treatment for 
lungworm a week before any surgery. 
This is because lungworm can cause 
unexplained bleeding. 

Weight gain is very common after 
neutering due to the reduced amount of 
energy needed by your pet. A special 
diet or current diet reduced by 30% is 
recommended 

In some dogs and cats one or both 
testicles fail to descend into the 
scrotum. This condition is referred to as 
retained testicles. It thought to be 
hereditary and it is therefore not 
advisable to breed from them. Retained 
testicles can become cancerous, and 
often go un-noticed until the condition 
is well advanced and often involving 
other internal organs within the 
abdomen. We therefore recommend 
that all dogs and cats that have retained 
testicles be castrated. Your vet or nurse 
can give you more information about 
this.

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Complaint was ‘part 
of a political smear’ 


Re: Colyton Villages Plan Investigation 

■ I AM very pleased that the complaint against 
me has been dismissed - I fully expected it 
would be. 

Given the timing and the way the allegations 
were brought into the public domain, I believe 
it was part of a political smear campaign. 

I was the Conservative candidate for Seaton 
and Colyton in the county council elections on 
May 4th, standing against the East Devon Al¬ 
liance candidate, amongst others. 

The complaint was made directly to the po¬ 
lice, rather than to the East Devon District 
Council monitoring officer, the usual proce¬ 
dure. 

The complaint would have been confidential, 
and yet Councillor Cathy Gardner, leader of 
the East Devon Alliance, knew about the inves¬ 
tigation and asked a question at the full council 
meeting on April 26th. 

This put the matter in the ‘public domain’, 
which allowed the group to give details of their 
complaint to the press. 

The meeting that I spoke at was the EDDC 
Strategic Planning Committee on February 
20th. I was not a member of that committee, but 
had been asked to represent Colyton Parish 
Council’s views, along with the other ward 
member. 


The committee was not deciding a planning 
application; it was considering a review of the 
built up area boundary around the old factory 
site of CeramTec, in Colyton. This company re¬ 
cently closed their Colyton branch with the 
loss of 80 jobs. 

The parish council were very keen to pre¬ 
serve some of the site for employment use; it is 
fundamental to Colyton’s future employment/ 
housing balance. 

It would be very interesting to know who 
made the complaint to the police and how Cllr 
Gardner knew about the investigation. 

Why was it raised at the full council meeting, 
when it should have been left to the police to in¬ 
vestigate and report back? Who gave details of 
the allegations to the press? 

This was co-ordinated and timed so that I had 
no chance to reply. Members of this group have 
a record of making complaints and being nega¬ 
tive. 

Criticising but having no constructive alter¬ 
natives to offer in return gets us nowhere and 
does nothing for the residents of East Devon. 

I can say no more at present because the mat¬ 
ter is now with lawyers.

What will our MP do now? 


■ NEIL Parish MP warns that farm subsidies 
must be continued after Brexit (July 18th).

While there may be a case for targeted farm 
support payment, the £billions spent on subsi¬ 
dies now have little to do with producing food 
and everything to do with the size of the estate. 

Basically, the bigger your land the more pub¬ 
lic money you get - 20 per cent of subsidies are 
paid to the richest people, including the royals, 
dukes, Saudi princes and billionaires who 
allow their land to be used for fracking, shoot¬ 
ing and blood sports - all of which our MP 
seems to support. 

Mr Parish blusters when he threatens that he 
‘will not allow’ the subsidies issue to be side¬ 
lined. 

As his voting record shows, he is a 99.9 per 
cent Tory loyalist (They Vote for You) includ¬ 
ing supporting the Health and Social Care Act 
which lies behind local bed closures and in¬ 
creased privatisation of our NHS by the CCG. 

He gets worked up about subsidies to farmers 
but not about the effect of the Tory pay cap on 


public sector workers who have had their stan¬ 
dard of living drastically reduced over seven 
years. 

In fact he and Hugo Swire have just voted 
against lifting the public sector pay cap on 
nurses, police, firemen, teachers, etc. 

We have lost 40,000 nurses; staffing vacancies 
are a major cause of the closure of our Honiton 
maternity unit.

They are obviously all hoping it will melt 
away. Not so - we shall remember.

Fishing in beautiful surroundings 


STILL WATERS LAKE is a beautiful lake situ¬ 
ated in the heart of the Yarcombe Valley at 
Moorhayne farm owned by Michael and Caro¬ 
line Ford. 

The lake was built nearly 20 years ago and 
was intended to be used as a quiet fishing area 
where those interested in having an away from 
it all fishing day can come and enjoy the peace 
of the area away from the rushing world. 

Michael Ford says that you cannot hear a car 
from any major road but you might from time 
to time hear an aeroplane or the singing of 
every type of country bird. 

The lake is one acre and is designed so that no 
more than 3 people fish it at any one time. If a 
family wishes to take the lake then there is an 
exception in that all the family who come can 
fish. Michael Ford is very ready to give lessons 
to young people who up to the age of 12 can 
come and fish for half price and very often no 
charge is made if the child shows keenness. It 
is quite possible for disabled fishermen in 
wheel chairs to fish and there is are facilities 
near by.

If you want to add value to your home, 
which improvements will make it 
nicer to live in and more attractive to 
buyers when you come to sell? 



1. Adding space is one of the best ways to 
improve your home and increase its 
value. If you've outgrown your home and 
can make it bigger by building an exten¬ 
sion or converting the loft, cellar or 
garage, doing the work is often more eco¬ 
nomical than moving to a larger propert. 
Plus, it gives you a chance to create space 
tailored to your needs. However, be care¬ 
ful not to extend your home in the wrong 
way. For example, if you're converting the 
loft to create an extra bedroom and there 
isn't enough living space downstairs for 
the total number of bedrooms, you'll be 
making the house too top heavy. If you're 
concerned about resale, ask local estate 
agents whether the work you're consider¬ 
ing is advisable. 

2. Modernising a home stuck in a different 
decade is always going to add value and 
make it nicer to live in. Central heating is 
a key home improvement because most of 
us want it, but installing it is expensive 
and disruptive, so it's something to do at 
an early stage of a renovation. The same 
applies to rewiring - old wiring isn't al¬ 
ways obvious, but it can be dangerous. 
Having a property rewired is also expen¬ 
sive and disruptive and can create more 
work and expense because you often have 
to replaster afterwards. 

3. It's often said that kitchens and bath¬ 
rooms sell homes, mainly because updat¬ 
ing them is costly and it's not easy being 
without either while the work's being 
done. Day to day, replacing a dated 
kitchen or bathroom with a modern one 
will make a big difference to your life, and 


you can fit a new one inexpensively, al¬ 
though it's not hard to spend a lot. If you're 
able to create one, an open-plan kitchen- 
diner/family room is the most popular 
type of kitchen these days, as it's ideal for 
family life and entertaining. 

4. En suite bathrooms and shower rooms 
are another good way to add value and 
make your home life easier. You should 
have at least one bathroom for every three 
bedrooms, but when everyone's getting 
ready in the morning, there can be a lot of 
pressure on that bathroom. This is when 
an en suite is very handy. It's also useful 
to have a bathroom or shower room on 
every floor where there are bedrooms, so, 
for example, a loft-conversion bedroom 
with an en suite is usually more useful 
and valuable than one without.

You may need planning per¬ 
mission for off-street parking and for a 
dropped kerb (to access the off-street park¬ 
ing easily), although the former can often 
be done without planning permission if 
you use permeable materials or have 
other drainage - see the interactive house 
at www.planningportal.gov.uk or ask 
your local council.

THE new-look Honda Jazz has 
been revealed ahead of the 2017 
Frankfurt Motor Show. As well as 
updates to the exterior styling and 
interior trim, the new Jazz will 
also be available with a 130 PS (96 
kW) 1.5-litre i-VTEC petrol engine 
for the first time in Europe. 

Exterior changes align the Jazz 
with the latest Honda family style, 
incorporating the ‘Solid Wing 
Face’ headlight signature and 
grille. The front bumper is 
sharply sculpted, with more ag¬ 
gressive contours around the air 
vents. At the rear, shallower grille 
sections are linked by a gloss 
black trim strip above a trapezoid 
lower section. Updates to the exte¬ 
rior are rounded off by the addi¬ 
tion of metallic Skyride Blue as a 
new colour option. 

Honda’s 130 PS petrol engine com¬

The 130 PS petrol engine is of¬ 
fered as part of a new Dynamic 
grade, which adds a thinner front 
splitter beneath the lower grille, 
and triple-strake diffuser to the 
rear bumper - both finished with 
a sporty red accent line. Dynamic 
grade also includes LED head¬ 
lights, front fog lamps, side sill 
skirts, a tailgate spoiler and gloss- 
black 185/55 R16 alloy wheels. The 
interior features a unique pin¬ 
stripe pattern on the upholstery 
and a leather-wrapped steering 
wheel and gear knob, all of which 
are enhanced by orange stitching. 

The new Honda Jazz retains the
